WATER COMM'SSIONERS’ REPORT. 


The Third Annual Report of the Board of Water Commis- 
sioners for the year ending December 31, 1874, is herewith sub- 
mitted, and with it the report of the Engineer, which shows in 
detail all the expenditures made, and the operations conducted 
by him under the direction of the board, and a summary of the 
cost of construction from the commencement to the present 
time. 

The Report of the Engineer states so fully all the matters re- 
quired to be repoited by the Board, that they have not deemed 
it necessary to repeat them in a separate report, but prefer to 
make his report to them a part of their report to the City 
Council. | 

The Engineer also reports the estimated cost of extensions. 
that may be required in the easterly part of the city, and also 
at Piscataquog. The Board would recommend that provision 
be made for the extension of the Water-Works on the west 
side of the river during the next year, unless it should be found 
that there are circumstances, not now apparent, that may ren- 
der it inexpedient to make the expenditure required to accom, 
plish this purpose. 

With the clese of the year the construction of the Water- 
Works, 2s originally authorized by the City Council, is substan- 
tially ecmpletcd, and the Board take this opportunity to express 
their ccmmercaticn of the faithful and energetic manner in 
which the corstruction of the Water- Works has been successfully 
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’ 
carried out, under the direction of the Engineer, J. T. Fanning, 
Esq., who has had the entire charge of the plav and construe- 
tion. 

The resignation of Col. Fanning as Engineer and Superin- 
tendent has been tendered to the Board, and will be accepted, 
and the vacancy in the office of Superintendent will be filled as 
soon as the necessary arrangements can be made. 

The Board hereto append a copy of the rules and regalations 
adopted December 12, 1874, relating to the use of water, and 
the construction of the fixtures for the same, together with @ 
schedule of the modified water rates, as fixed at the same time. 

They also submit an estimate of the amount required for the 
ordinary expenses of the operation of the works.

ENGINEER’S REPORT. 


DECEMBER 31, 1874. 
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ENGINEER'S REPORT, 


To tue HonorasteE Boarp oF Water ComMISSIONERS: 


Gentlemen: —In presenting the report of your Engineering 
Department on the completion of the new Water-Works, we 
submit brief descriptions of the several constructions as they 
are now in successful operation. Their general plan was de- 
tailed in theory in the report on “Sources of Water Supply,” 
and the progress of their construction to the close of last year 
was set forth in our last annual report. All parts of the works 
are now so fully complete as to be in practical use. The water 
mains now extend through nearly all the populous portions of 
the city on the east side of the river. They were filled with 
water, and the residents along their lines supplied, and the pub- 
lic fire hydrants brought into use, from week to week, as the 
mains were completed, so that section after section of the city 
began to realize the benefits of the new works almost from their 
beginning. As pipes were laid in each section, there was an 
eager demand for water in many buildings, and a general desire 
that, fire hydrants should be ready for use as early as possible. 
On all sides there was apparent a feeling that the introduction 
of water would supply not only a wholesome blessing and con- 
venience in the household, but that the people’ might sleep safer. 
from the ravages of fire, their investments in buildings and per- 
sonal property would be more secure, and endemic fevers would. 
become less possible. 
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There was, before the building of the works commenced, 
much diversity of opinion as to the best source of supply, influ- 
enced somewhat by questions of first cost, and more still, by 
speculations on the merits of gravitation and various pumping 
systems. Free discussion of the subject, put in circulation much 
information concerning the several sources and systems, and led 
to a healthy judgment on the value of each by the people gen- 
erally. Among the six or eight sources urged by their several 
advocates, two only proved on investigation to have special 
merits, and a third which was urged persistently by a few, 
would undoubtedly have led to a costly failure. An artificial 
Jake of four hundred acres surface impounded in the valley 
above Maple Falls, in Candia, with duplicate supply mains lead- 
ing to the city via Martin Brook Valley and Hooksett road, 
would have made an admirable gravity supply and have given a 
working head of two hundred feet above Elm street, but its 
cost in labor and time to purify it, or to filter its waters for a 
domestic supply, would have been excessive. As the plan 
adopted by your Board was developed in construction, the wis- 
dom of your decision was generally conceded, and at the recent 
public test of the works by the Fire Department, expressions of 
surprise and gratification respecting the complete success of the 


~ -demonstration and the abundant capacity of the works were 


general. 

The cost of construction, including preliminary surveys for 
all the sources of supply examined, but not including service 
pipes and interest, has been $614,009.83. 

The appropriations for construction of the works have been 
$600,990, and the moneys collected for water rents, and for 
materials sold, and paid over to the City Treasurer, have been 
$33,512.64. 

The expenditures for service-pipes laid, for meters, and oper- 
ating expenses, have been $20,028.75. 

The interest and discounts have amounted to $49,678.51. 

The expenditures for lands and labors on new highways, and 
transferred to highway account have been $14,000.53. 
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SOURCE OF SUPPLY. 


Massabesic Lake, the source of supply adopted, lies easterly 


of the city, and though its outlet is only four and one-half 


miles from the business center, it is protected from the near ap-- 
proach of city building now pushing out with healthy growth 
on all sides, and from city drainage, by a bold barrier of hills 
interposed between the lake and the city. The atmosphere 
about the lake is also protected to a considerable extent by the 
plfysical features of the country from smokes and effluvias of 
the city. The water-shed of the lake, not less than forty square 
miles in area, extends beyond Manchester into Candia, Auburn 
and Hooksett, is undulating in surface, comprised of farming, 
grazing and timber lands, with small proportion ef swamp, and 
with a considerable portion having underlying rock near its sur- 
face. The lake has about twenty-four hundred acres area, and. 
its waters are, in purity, equal to the best gathered from the 
slopes of New Hampshire’s granite hills. Irom this lake there 
is an average flow of not less than forty million gallons of 
water per day, a supply, if pumped by steam power to this city, 
for more than ouve-half million population. 

This lake has been made available for economically supplying 
the city with water by converting its outflowing stream into a 
convenient water power, and making it perform the work of 
pumping a portion of itself up to a reservoir on the ridge be- 
tween the lake and the city, from whence the water flows into 
the city by force of gravity. The dam and races are so located: 
in the valley immediately below the old outlet of the lake as to 
develop a permanent 50) H. P. water privilege. 

As a water supply for the City of Manchester, this lake and 
privilege will furnish an average of eight million gallons of 
water per day, and the power for pumping the same to the res- 
-ervoir, which will be an ample supply for one hundred and 
twenty-five thousand persons. These reflections on the promi- 
nent characteristics of our source of water supply, viz: prox- 
imity, abundance, and purity, naturally suggests comparisons 
with the sources of some other prominent American cies less. 
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favored in these respects. We, fortunately, have not to lead 
our conduit from slopes forty miles distant, to tunnel under our 
lake five or ten thousand feet beyond polluted shores, to accept 
a muddy extract from the “Father of Waters,” or draw from 
beneath the oily scum, through which a New Hampshire boy 
would hesitate to plunge for a bath. Our ever ready flow of 
pure and wholesome water reaching all the household, when so 
desired, is a luxury that many British and Continental cities 
have not yet known. Half of London drinks of the polluted 
Thames, and a portion of the same great metropolis receives its 
waters, even to the present day, at intermittent periods, an hour 
per day, twice or thrice a week, and must needs store its waters 
for the intermediate times in tanks and buckets. After scan- 
ning the sources of city water supplies on all sides, Manchester 
may still thankfully congratulate herself on the facilities which 
Nature placed within her reach. 

We present herewith a general plan, showing the outlet of 
the lake, the dam, canal, penstock, pump-house, tail-race, and a 
portion of the force main, also sectional sketches of the dam 
and penstock. All of these constructions, except the canal, 
were approaching completion at the date of the last annual re- 
port, and were briefly described therein. 


DAM. 


To secure the desired fall for working the turbines, the dam 
was located in the brook valley, about three thousand feet below 
the former outlet of the lake, and its overfall was built up to 
the level of the lake. The area of the lake was thereby in- 
creased nearly thirty acres, so that the storage now at command 
is about twenty-four hundred acres area and three feet draught, 
equal to about twenty-three hundred and forty-five million gal- 
lons of water. The new dam was located a little lower down 
the stream than stood the old dam of the Webster saw and 
grist mill, which in turn was placed a little lower down than 
the original McMurphy dam, the pioneer structure of this local- 
ity. Much gratuitous advice was given, both before the com- 
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mencement of the dam and during its construction, as to its 
proper location, and often non-experts suggested that it should . 
be upon the rocks where stood the old structure. 

A critical examination of the foundation there developed the - 
fact that it was shattered by upheavals and frosts, so that the 
removal of a considerable portion of the seamy rock would be 
necessary. The leakage of the old dam at this suggested site 
was more than the present consumption of water by the city. 
Had this site been adopted, the extension of the canal to it 
would have become necessary. The cost of such extension 
would have nearly equalled the entire cost of the dam in its 
present location. The waste weir of the dam, one hundred 
feet in length, was intended to be ample to pass the storm 
waters of extreme freshets without raising the levei of the lake 
more than eighteen inches above the overfall. 

During the spring freshets of 1874, which were fuller than 
the average, because of the rapid melting of snow, the lake was 
raised a maximum of fifteen inches above the level of the over- 
fall. After a severe summer drought it was expected that no 
water would be passing over the waste overfall, but that the 
entire draught from the lake would be through the canal, tur- 
bines, and waste-pipes, until the autumnal rains should again re- 
plenish the lake. The apron of the dam was therefore con- 
structed of stone, as timber, if dry and wet alternately would 
soon decay. ‘To preserve the masonry apron, and especially its 
mortar joints, {rom the severe shocks of water falling from the 
lip of the dam twenty-four and one-half feet perpendicular 
height, the front of the dam was arranged in a series of steps, 
of increasing projection and decreasing height from the top to 
the bottom, so designed that the front edges of the steps should 
nearly touch points in a parabolic curve. 

This cross-section was found upon trial to approach nearly to 
the most economic section of masonry to resist the static pres- 
sure of the impounded water. The value of this arrangement 
of the front of the overfall has been fwlly demonstrated by a 
year’s practical test. The water passing over the overfall strikes 
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upon the fifth, fourth, or third and second steps from the bot- 
tom, according to its depth and velocity over the lip, and reaches. 
the apron in a finely divided spray. 

The over-falling water is thus so entirely divested of its power 
that the coarser pebbles of about one foot depth of gravel,. 
placed upon the apron during construction to enable teams to 
haul material over it, have not yet been entirely removed by a 
year’s wash. 

There is, therefore, no dangerous scour and undertow at’ the 
front of the apron, except in front of the waste sluice at one 
end, for which special provision has been made. The waste 
sluice has a width of three feet and height of five feet. It has 
a sluice gate fitted with a geared screw hoisting apparatus. 
The outlet of the sluice is through the face of the dam near the 
southerly abutment, and the sluice extends from the front of the 
dam diagonally backward to the upper end of the abutment 
where the gate is located. 

The gate stem rises in front of the coping on the upper side 
of the dam, where it is easily accesssible at all times. 

On each side of the overtall abutments to the end on the 
north, and the canal on the south sides, the dam is constructed. 
of earthwork, and contains a cemented priming wall of stone 
masonry, two and one-half feet thick at the top, with three- 
quarter inch batters on each side. 

The inside slope of the dam is rip-rapped with stones, and the 
outside slope has been soiled and grassed. In order to secure 
sufficient width on the top of the embankment of the dam for a 
roadway, the inside slope was carried up only to two feet below 
the full-water line, and from this level an upright face wall was. 
built up seven feet in height, and the top of the embankment 
filled out to the back of this wall. This gave a top width to the 
embankment of twenty-two feet. | 

A roadway bridge spans over the overtall eighteen feet wide 
and one hundred feet long. The bridge rests on the abutments. 
and on four intermediate narrow piers built on the overfall. The 
girders of the bridge are designed to be of rolled iron beams, 
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having twenty feet span each, and floor joists and planking to 
be of hard pine. Pine girders have been substituted for the 
rolled iron beams for temporary use. 


PENSTOCK AND CANAL. 


The Georgia Pine Penstock, of six feet clear internal diam- 
eter, of which detail sketches are presented, leads from the canal 
to the turbine wheels within the pump house. 

The axis of the penstock, at the lower end of the canal, is 
twelve feet below the full-water surface of the canal, and the 
penstock remains under ground throughout all its length, sloping 
twenty-six feet. To economize in depth of trench for it, two: 
slight changes are made in its slope. At these two angles, butt 
joints are made, covered by wrought-iron hoops. The trench to: 
contain the tube averaged ten feet width at the bottom and 
twelve feet deep. A considerable portion of the excavation for 
the penstock was in an exceedingly hard and compact layer of 
mixed, coarse, and fine sand, into which a pick could be driven: 
scarce an inch at a blow. Its composition was nearly like that 
of sandstone, and it would wear away plow points like an emery 
planer. 

The process of breaking it up was, after securing a heading 
face, as in a ledge, at the lower end, to put in drill holes six or 
eight feet deep, five or six feet back from the face, then charge 
with powder and blast it. The length of this penstock excava- 
tion was six hundred feet, and the cost of excavation and back- 
filling about seven dollars per lineal foot. The lower end of the 
penstock is under about forty feet head pressure of water. 

Estimates were made-in detail for the penstock on several 
different plans; first, of a wrought-iron tube, with plates riveted 
up in sections, and the sections riveted together in place, coated 
with red lead paint, and the tube then lined with four inches of 
brick work, laid in cement; second, of a tube of cast-iron, cast 
in sections with bell and spigot ends, and to have driven lead 
joints; and third, for a tube as since constructed of Georgia 
pine staves, four inches thickness, laid in place so as to break 
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joints in a continuous tube, to be hooped with screw-bolt 
wrought-iron hoops, the hoops having an average distance 
of eighteen inches between centers. The estimates were in

Both edges of the staves as constructed, were worked accurately 
to the radical lines at the same operation, by special cutters fitted 
in a matching machine, and no further dressing was required. 
This penstock is capable of delivering 40,009,000 gallons of 
water in twenty-four hours, at a velocity not exceeding one hun- 
dred and thirty-five feet per minute. 

The new highway from the reservoir to “Sawyer” Corner, 
ealled ‘“Cohas Avenue,” passes over the penstock in front of the 
pump-house. It was originally suggested to extend this pen- 
stock from the pump-house to the dam, but on account of cost, 
it was decided to leave the section on the flat next the dam, an 
open canal at present. 

Much of the material excavated for the canal was of a nature 
similar to that described above as found in the penstock trench, 
and its excessive hardness made this portion of the work much 
more expensive than had been anticipated. The length of the 
canal is fourteen hundred and seventy feet. Its side slopes have 
not been paved. Paving of the slopes will undoubtedly be 
found advisable unless the penstock shall be extended from the 
lower to the upper gate house of the canal within a few years. 
Paved gutters will also be required the coming season along the 
driveway by the side of the canal, for the protection of its outer 
slopes. 

At the dam is a set of four sluice gates'of 3 by 5 feet open- 
ing each, controling the flow of water from the lake into the 
canal, and at the head of the penstock is a similar set of gates 
controling the flow of water from the canal into the penstock. 
Each set of gates is provided with a set of fine copper wire fish- 
screens, easily removable for cleaning. 
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PUMPING MACHINERY. 


The turbines and pumping machinery were completed by the 
contractors, the Geyelin department of Messrs. R. D. Wood 
& Co., Philadelphia, in June, 1874, and have been run regularly 
since the fourth of July last. 

There are two turbines of the Jonval class, thirty-six inches 
in diameter, and working under forty-five feet head. There are 
two pairs of upright pumps. ' 

The shafts and gears of the turbines and pumps are so ar- 
ranged that either turbine may drive either pair of pumps, or 
both pairs. The pumps are of the bucket and plunger class, hav- 
ing cylinders sixteen inches diameter, and plungers eleven and 
one-quarter inches diameter, with forty inch stroke. Each pair 
of pumps has acapacity of two and one-half million gallons in 
twenty-four hours, or together the pumps have a capacity of 
five million gallons, a sufficient quantity of water for supplying 
ordinarily eighty five or ninety thousand inhabitants. The 
pump foundations were constructed so as to receive another 
pair of pumps of three million gallons capacity when their erec- 
tion shall be found advisable. ; 

The pumps are fitted with large air vessels and air pumps; 
and to the force main, within the pumping station, is fitted a 
double beat relief valve, having an area of delivery equal to the 
sectional area of a twelve inch pipe. The pumping machinery 
is adapted in all respects for pumping into the whole system of 
pipes, with direct pressure, and has been used for direct pump 
ing whenever the reservoir was shut off from the main, for 
adjustment of weirs and sluices, or other purposes. 

When the contractors had completed the setting up of the 
pumping machinery, Mr. Charles C. Cole, an experienced and 
skillful mechanic, who had been employed upon our canal and 
reservoir works, as a foreman from their commencement, was 
placed temporarily in charge of running the pumps until some 
one should be appointed by the Commissioners to take charge 
of the pumping station permanently. Mr. Cole on being sub- 
sequently appointed, manager of the pumping station, by vote 
of the Board, August 10th, 1874, took possession of the tene- 
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ment adjoining the pump-house, and has since attended faithfully 
to his assigned duties, in care of the machinery and the grounds. 
adjacent to the pump-house. 

When the turbines had been set up, a test of one of them 
was made under the direction of Col. Samuel Webber, which ~ 
developed thefact that the wheel was unable to yield the 
amount of power specified in the contract. The contractors on 
being notified, at once announced their intention of replacing: 
the wheels with others of increased area of vent. The new 
wheels are now about ready to be placed within the cases in the 
pump-house. The original wheels have abundant power to 
drive each their own pair of pumps up to full speed, and both 
pair of pumps ata fair speed, but have not quite the surplus of 
power that is deemed desirable. The original wheels have been 
running quite satisfactorily up to the present time, and will be 
used until they are replaced by the new wheels. 

The following table shows the work of the pumps from July 
4th, 1874, the day on which they were started, until the close 
of the year :—

DISTRIBUTING RESERVOIR. 


The complete plan of works includes two reservoirs, one lo- 
cated at the “ Center,’ and one on Wilson Hill. The one at the 
Center, already constructed, has its water surface one hundred 
and fifty-two feet above Elm street at the City Hall, one hun- 
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dred and eighty-sight feet above the track at the railway station, 
and two hundred and three feet above State street. 

The lift of water from the surface of the lake to the reservoir 
is one hundred and thirteen feet. The reservoir on Wilson Hill 
may be sixty feet higher than the reservoir at the Center, and it 
was proposed to connect the pipes east of Beech street with this 
reservoir for a high service system. 

The high service reservoir may not be required for several 
years, unless the number of buildings on the hill shall be in- 
creased yery rapidly. When the high service reservoir is built, 
an additional main of twenty-four inches diameter should be 
laid from the pump-house to the city. 

The distributing reservoir as constructed is an earth-work 
structure, with interior slopes paved below the water surface 
with hydraulic cement concrete, and above with granite blocks, 
and with exterior slopes soiled and grassed. The full water area 
is about two and three-quarters acres, and the depth of water 
nineteen feet. At the southerly end of the reservoir is an inlet 
ehamber, into which the force main delivers its water. The in- 
let chamber has a measuring weir over which the water may be 
passed into the reservoir, and an inlet sluice also, through which 
the water may be admitted to the reservoir. This chamber has 
also a waste-weir and sluice. At the northerly end of the reser- 
voir is an out-flow chamber provided with regulating sluices and 
gates, and with fish screens. 

This chamber also contains a check valve, closing towards the 
reservoir, intended to prevent the return of water from the sup- 
ply main to the reservoir when the pumps are forcing water into 
the distribution direct with high pressure. The force main leads 
past the reservoir along the easterly side and joins the supply 
main at the northerly end of the reservoir. 

On this extension of the force main and on the branch leading 
to the influent chamber are gates, by which the flow of water 
from the pumps can be directed into the reservoir or into the 
supply and distribution pipes independent of the reservoir. 

The filling of the distributing reservoir commenced Sept. 24th, 
1874, and water was let into the supply main from it a few days 
afterwards. 
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From the time the pumps were started early in July, until 
the new reservoir was brought into use, the water was pumped 
through the distribution pipes, which were connected with the 
Amoskeag Company’s reservoir, and this latter reservoir used to: 
regulate the pressure and flow throughout the city. The Amos- 
keag Company’s reservoir has been supplied with water from the 
city reservoir since the city reservoir was first brought into use. 
The surface of the city reservoir is forty-five feet higher than 
the surface of the Company’s reservoir. 

The old “parsonage,” a frame building that originally stood. 
on the site of the reservoir, was used as a storehouse during the 
construction of the reservoir. It was not deemed worth the 
requisite repairs to fit it for a comfortable tenement. It was,. 
therefore, at the close of the construction of the works, sold to 
John Hosley, Esq., to be taken down and removed from the 
premises. 


PIPES. 


We present, following, a complete schedule of the pipes, 
gates, alr-valves, and hydrants already set. 

We present, also, a schedule of proposed pipe extensions on 
the easterly side of the Merrimack River, for which there has 
- already been considerable demand, and which will be required 
at no distant day; also an estimate of the cost of the same. 

We present, also, a schedule of pipes for the supply and pro- 
tection of a portion of the city on the westerly side of the 
Merrimack River, in “Discataquog,” with an estimate of the 
cost of the same. This last estimate includes the extension of 
the 14-inch main on Granite street from State street to Main 
street, and its support on the trusses of Granite Street Bridge, 
beneath the roadway. <A better and more reliable method of 
extending the main pipe across the river, though more expen- 
sive in first cost, would be to lay it beneath the river bed. This. 
plan might cost eight or twelve thousand dollars additional. 
Post hydrants have been used exclusively throughout the city. 
The hydrants are all of uniform pattern, having each one 
steamer nozzle and two leading hose nozzles. They have alk 
frost cases and six-inch supply pipes.

Six thousand eight hundred and fifty-six feet of the distribu- 
tion pipes were laid by the American Water and Gas Pipe 
Company of Jersey City, and constructed in the spring of 1872. 
The force and supply mains, and the remainder of the distribu- 
tion pipes were laid by Geo. H. Norman, of Newport, R. I, 
under his contract of May 3, 1872. 

Our supply main and distribution pipes are of wrought-iron 
cement-lined pipes. 

That portion of the force main subjected to the greatest 
strain is sof wrought-iron, with bells cast upon it, and has 
driven lead joints. 

We present a plan of the entire pipe system, showing the 
location and sizes of pipes, and the locationis of gates, air-valves, 
hydrants and blow-offs. This plan shows also, in dotted lines, 
the proposed extensions on both the east and west sides of the 
river, as scheduled above. Jt will be noticed by the plan of dis. 
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tribution that. the city is laid off by the larger mains into paral- 
lelograms, the largest of which is four squares wide east and 
west, and eight squares long north and south. 

These parallelograms are ‘ gridironed” across by six-inch 
pipes. At each branch on the inain pipes is a gate controlling: 
the flow of water into the smatler pipes, thus dividing the entire: 
system of distribution into small sections. <A fire hydrant is. 
located at the southeast corner of every square in the same rela- 
tive position for each square, so that the firemen may know, 
even in the dark, just where a hydrant is to be found. A fire 
hydrant is also placed on the side of each square below Chestnut 
street. 

The disposition of the main pipes here adopted, ensures a free 
flow of water to every hydrant, and the minimum reduction of 
pressure when the draught for fires is severe. It also provides, 
in case of accident, repairs, or a connection, at any point on a 
main pipe, a flow of water around that point by at least two 
other main pipes. The total cost of pipes and fixtures, not 
including service pipes, is $276,139.66. 

On several occasions, for the purpose of tests, and during a 
portion of the public trial of hydrants, the pumps were forcing 
water into the distribution direct, with a pressure of one hun- 
dred pounds to the square inch. This gave a pressure on Elm 
_ street equivalent to two hundred and thirty feet head, and on 
the lower streets equivalent to two handred and eighty feet : 
head. | 


SERVICE PIPES. 


The decision of the Commissioners, in June, 1873, to com- 
mence the sale of water, the collection of water-rates, and to 
lay the portion of the service pipes located in the public high- 
ways, and to place these works and their maintenanée in charge 
of the Engineering Department until the completion of the 
Water-Works and the appointment of a permanent Superin- 
tendent, has added materially to the duties of this department.. 

In accordance with instructions, preliminary estimates were 
made of the costs.of service pipes and fixtures; a specification 
and blank contract for their preparation and laying were pre- 
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pared; drafts of rules, regulations and rates were submitted, and 
the necessary blanks and books of record for the full transac- 
tions of the duties of the Superintendent’s Department were 
completed. 

The laying of services was at once commenced by the suc- 
cesstul bidder for that work, John Q. A. Sargent of this city, | 
whose contract is still-1n force. 

The number of applications for water, to date, has been six 
hundred and eighty-cight. Six hundred and twenty-five ser- 
vices have been laid to December 31, 1874, of diameters as

EXPERIMENTS WITH HYDRANTS AND SERVICE PIPES. 


In October last some experiments were made to determine 
the flow of water from several hydrants on different levels and 
under different head pressures, the results of which are given in 
the following table. 

A four-inch “ Union” water meter, previously tested for aceu- — 
racy, was used to measure the flow of water. An eight-ineh 
gauge, applied to one of the muzzles of the hydrants, was used 


to determine the pressure and head of water at each hydrant. 
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Male and female screws were attached to the flanged outlet and 
inlet of the meter identical with the screws of the leading hose 
couplings and with the nozzle of the hydrant, so that the leading 
hose could be readily connected with the meter. The bores of 
the hydrant nozzle and the hose and meter couplings were two 
and one-quarter inches diameter. 

The length of hose between the hydrant and meter in all ex- 
periments given in the table was forty-nine feet and ten inches. 
(49ft., 10in.) The lengths of hose given in the table are in all 
cases beyond the meter. The hydrant was filled with water and. 
the pressure taken just before the beginning of each test, so that 
the head given was the actual working head at the time of the 
trial: —

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On Elm street the average flow, with city reservoir pressure, 
from a one and one-quarter inch nozzle through two hundred 
feet of hose, is about twenty five cubic feet, or three hogsheads 
of water per minute. 

After the close of the New Hampshire State Agricultural Fair, 
about the first of October last, some experiments were made to , 
determine the flow of water through the one-inch diameter ser- 
vice pipe laid by J. Q. A. Sargent, Esq., for supplying the Fair 
with water, with results as follows. 

Water was taken from the Blodgett street main. The pipe 
laid was a new, plain, one inch diameter wrought iron, (gas) 
pipe, and had been in use for carrying water one week at the 
time of the experiment. Its total length was two thousand and 
forty-nine feet. A one-inch “Union” water meter placed at the 
end of the pipe was used to measure the flow, and a pressure 
gauge was attached to the inlet of the meter to determine the 
pressure and head of water at the meter. The pressure and 
head recorded were taken just before the beginning of each test. 
The discharge was from the open nozzle of the meter : —

Discharge, .10345 cu. ft. per sec., or 6.207 cu. ft. per minute,.

Ex. No. 3. 4 Pressure, 48 Ibs. per square inch; head, 99.08 feet. 
Discharge, .02644 cu. ft. per sec., or 1.5864 cu. ft. per-minute, 


Length of pipe from main to meter, 1345 lineal feet. 
Ex. No. 2. 4 Pressure, 42 lbs per square inch; head, 96.77 feet. 
Discharge, .0193 cu. ft. per sec., or 1.158 cu. ft. per minute. 


Length of pipe from main to meter, 2049 lineal feet. 
Ex. No. 1. 4 Pressure, 89.]bs per square inch: head 87.56 feet. 
Discharge, .01485 cu. ft. per sec., or .891 cu. ft. per minute. 


The above experiments, with hose and service pipes, show 
very strikingly the reduction of flow through them as their 
lengths are increased. 
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PUBLIC TEST OF HYDRANTS. 


On the 24th of October last there was a public test of the fire 
hydrants, by the entire fire department, to determine the effi- 
ciency of the water works for fire purposes. The test began at 
two o'clock p.m, by attching leading hose to the hydrant on 
Kim street opposite the foot of Manchester street, and then suc- 
cessively attaching leading hose to each hydrant above and be- 
low on Elm street, until all the hydrants on Elm street from 
Lowell to Auburn street, a distance of about three-fourths of one 
mile, were brought into use. Steamers were then placed at hy- 
drants on Hanover street, Manchester street, Merrimack street 
and Central street, respectively, near the corners of Elm street, 
and two lines of hose from each led into Elm street. Sixteen 
hydrants were thus brought simultaneously into use, twelve of 
which were supplying leading hose, and four supplying steam- 
ers, there being twenty streams displayed at the same time. 
While all the hydrants were in use, there was sufficient force to 
all the leading hose streams to reach the highest 100fs on the 
street, and an abundant supply of water for all steamers. Dur- 
ing the trial, while the greatest number of hydrants and steamers 
were playing, a hose was taken on to the roof of Merchants’ 
_ Exchange, a five-story building, and highest on the street, and 
a stream was thrown from that fifty feet above the roof. , 
After the close of the Elm street trial, ali the hydrants around 
Merrimack Square were brought into use with leading hose and 
steamers. ‘Then a steamer and one line of leading hose were 
tried on the same hydrant; then two steamers with two streams 
each were placed at two separate hydrants on Central street, in 
which is a six-inch main, and a leading hose stream tried from 
a hydrant between them; all of which tests were pronounced 
satisfactory by the Chief Engineer of the Fire Department and 
his Board of Engineers. 
_ The trial took place on one of the most delightful of our Octo- 
ber afternoons. When the long length of Elm street was filled 
with streams the bright sunlight gave to the spray a brilliant ' 
sparkle and arched many beautiful rainb ows over the people that 
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thronged the walks of that thoroughfare. After the ‘trial the 

members of the Fire Department, several ex-Chief Engineers of 

the Fire Department, and guests, were invited by the members 

of the Board of Water Commissioners to partake of a collation — 
in the City Hall. 

Appended hereto is a statement ofthe uses for which water is/ 
supplied, and a list of the water fixtures, other than those sup- 
plied through meters; also, an inventory of furniture, tools, and 
supplies on hand, and a memorandum of bae locations of hy- 
drants set within the year. 


In closing this, the final report of the engineering department 
on the construction of the Manchester Water Works, it becomes 
my pleasant duty to acknowledge the uniform kindness and 
courtesy of all the members of your Honorable Board, in all my 
intercourse with you, and. to return sincere thanks therefor ; 
and to bear testimony to the fidelity and ability of my assistants, 
who have heartily aided in bringing the works to a successful 
completion.

APPLICATIONS. 


Rute. 1. Each person desiring a supply of water is to make 
written application at the office of the Commissioners, and his 
application must state fully and truly the locatio: 1 wWuere, and all 
the purposes for which, water is required. 


STRENGTH OF PIPES AND FIXTURES. 


) Ror. 2. All pipes, valves, fixtures and apparatus must be 
eapable of withstanding a pressure of water of one hundred and 
fifty pounds per square inch. 


VALVES. 


Ruie 3. All valves for water closets and urinals are to be 
self closing and must be submitted to and approved by the 
Inspector to the Board. Boilers, if supplied direct from the 
main are to be fitted with vacuum values. Tanks, receiving 
water direct from the main are to fitted with approved self 
acting float valves. 

There is to be a stop with waste at the inside of the cellar 
wall, or near where the service’ pipe enters the premises, and in 
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blocks a separate stop for each family or tenant, which stops, 
when supplied by the Commissioners, shall be subject at all 
times; to their control. The pipes within each building are to 
be so pitched that they may be fully drained at the waste.

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TWENTY-FIRST ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF THE CITY LIBRARY. 


To the City Council of the City of Manchester ;— 


The twenty-first annual report of the Trustees of the City 
Library for the year ending December 31, 1874, is herewith sub- 
mitted. | 

The report of the Treasurer of the Board, which is annexed to 
this report, shows the expenditures made by the Board for 
the purchase of books and periodicals, and the report of the 
Librarian made to the Board, which is also appended, shows the 
detail of the operations of the Library during the year, and the 
condition of the Library and other property in his charge at the 
close of the year. 

During the past twelve months no circumstance has happened 
to interfere with the harmonious operation of the Library, and 
no unusual action has been required on the part of the Trustees 
relating to the affairs entrusted to them. 

Arrangements were made early in the year by whick it was 
expected to have a new catalogue prepared, for the preparation 
of which an increase of the appropriation had been made, but 
from circumstances beyond the control of the Trustees, the 
preparation of the manuscript for the printer has been delayed 
longer than was anticipated. Some progress has been made, 
and it is expected that the remainder of the manuscript will be: 
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completed at an early day; and as soon as that is completed it 
will be placed in the hands of the printer and an edition struck 
off as rapidly as possible. The appropriation already made for 
this purpose and which has not been expexded, is deemed suffi- 
cient to enable the Trustees to complete the preparation and 
publication of the catalogue. 

The report of the Librarian shows the number of books in 
circulation to have been greater than for several years past, the 
whole number taken out having been thirty-six thousand and 
fifty-one, during the two hundred and seventy-six days that the 
Library has been opened for that purpose; of this number seven 
only are not returned or otherwise accounted for at the end 
of the year. At the beginning of the year the Library contained 
seventeen thousand six hundred and seventy-one books and 
pamphlets. Nine hundred and forty-one volumes have been 
added during the year, of which number four hundred ard 
thirty-two have been purchased, four hundred and eighteen are 
donations, and ninety-one are bound volumes of periodicals. In- 
cluded as a part of the donations are one hundred and ninety- 
eight pamphlets. The number of periodicals regularly received 
is seventy-one. The total number of volumes and pamphlets 
now in the Library is eighteen thousand six hundred and 
twelve. The expenditure for books has been six hundred and 
- eight dollars and ninety-nine cents, and for periodicals two hund- 
red and two dollars and seventy-two cents, leaving a balance of 
the funds, applicable for the purchase of books, unexpended of 
two thousand sixty-two dollars and thirty-three cents. A large 
part of this sum will soon be used to pay for books already or- 
dered, but which have not yet been received at the Library, and 
the balance will be required for expenditures to be made before 
the time when the appropriation for the next year will be avail- 
able. 

With the Librarian’s report is a list of the titles of the books 
added to the Library during the year, which the trustees rec- 
ommend should be printed as a part of the report, in order, that 
thereby the public may have the earliest information practicable 
of the additions made to the Library. 
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The expenditures for the incidental expenses, the items of 
which appear in the financial report of the City, have been fif- 
teen hundred eight dollayg and twelve cents. 

The trustees are not advised of any cause that will require a 
larger appropriation for the next year than the amount which 
has been found sufficient during the several years since the 
Library has been removed to the Library building.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


, 


Gentlemen of the Board of Trustees : — 


The following is a statement of the practical workings of the 
Library for the year 1874, and also of its present condition. 

The year just closed shows our affairs to be in a prosperous 
condition. There is evidently no lack of interest on the part 
of our readers to avail themselves of: the privileges here offered. 
The circulation is larger than for several years past and exceeding 
the yearly average, since its organization, by nearly fourteen 
hundred volumes. With the exception of the year 1872, the 
accessions have been more than for any year past, which is due 
partly to the income from the “Dean legacy.” 

The whole number of books now belonging to the Library is _ 
eightcen thousand six hundred and twelve. Included in this 
number are one thousand and eighty-five pamphlets, sixteen 
maps, all others being bound volumes. In the above count there 
are also included those withdrawn from the circulation which 
are too much worn for use, numbering one hundred and eighty- 
nine. Ten volumes have been withdrawn, and of those pre- 
viously withdrawn, six have been replaced. Quite a large num- 
ber, now on the shelves, belonging to the class in constant 
demand, are hardly in a condition to be read. This is not caused 
by rough usage, but by coastant use. As but few of these, 
comparatively, are now in print, I have thought best to allow 
them to remain as long as they can be kept in repair. 

The accessions the past year have been nine hundred ‘and 
forty-one. Of these, ninety-one are periodicals, which have 
been bound and placed on the shelves, four hundred and eigh- 
~ teen donations, of which one hundred and ninety-eight are pam- 
phlets, and four hundred and thirty-two have been purchased. 
A list of the donations is appended to the report. 

The number of periodicals regularly received, at present, is 
seventy-one. Twelve of these are sent as donations, principally 
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by their publishers. As the several volumes have been com- 
pleted, they have been bound and placed on the shelves. 

The Library has been opened to the public two hundred and 
seventy-six days. The circulation during this time has been 
thirty-six thousand and fifty-one, a daily average of one hun- 
dred and forty-one volumes. Number unaccounted for at pres- 
ent is seven. Number of volumes in circulation at commence- 
ment of calling in, seventeen hundred. Number of cards in 
constant use, nine hundred. ‘Total number of names now on 
the books, four thousand eight hundred and sixty-nine. The 
whole number of guarantees received is nine thousand two 
hundred eighty. Received since the last report, five hundred 
and sixty-four, an average of nearly fifty per month. Nine per- 
sons have borrowed books on deposit. 

The amount of fines on hand, January 1, 1874, was one hun- 
dred and forty eight dollars and seventy-six cents. Amount 
received during the year, sixty dollars and fifty cents. - Paid 
for stationery, postage, and express charges, fifty-six dollars and 
ninety-five cents; leaving a balance on hand of one hundred. 
and fifty-two dollars and thirty-one cents.

APPARATUS. 


The apparatus of the department is in as good order as it 
can be. The valuation of Steam Fire Engine No. 1, is esti- 
mated seyen hundred and fifty dollars less than last year, for the 
reason that it has been in constant service for sixteen years, and 
is necessarily rapidly depreciating in value. This is probably 
the oldest steam fire engine in actual service in the country. 
With age comes weakness, and the time is not far distant when 
this faithful servant must be laid upon the shelf and another 
provided inits place. May the second prove as good as the 
first. 

Steam fire engine E. W. Harrington, No. 3, has been thor- 
oughly overhauled and furnished with a new pump. Engine N, 
S. Bean, No. 4, has likewise been overhauled, furnished with 
new steam cylinders and goose-neck frame, and is now as good 
as new. 

A new one.horse hose carriage has been purchased from the 
Amoskeag Manufacturing Company, as recommended by the 
Board of Engineers last year, and will be placed in service as 
soon as accommodations are provided for a horse and driver. 
The carriage is built and finished in the most thorough and 
workmanlike manner, and is provided with all necessary modern 
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improvements. It is a credit to the builders, and in the hands 
of the Pennacooks, it will, no doubt, reflect honor upon the 
department and city. 

I would respectfully recommend that the Hook and Ladder 
truck be changed, so as to be drawn by horses. The rapid 
growth of the city necessitates longer runs, and it is impossible 
for men to drag a heavy truck and arrive at a fire in good work- 
ing condition. The city nuw covers so large a territory that 
the main part of the fire apparatus should be drawn by horses. 

The department has on hand 11,898 feet of hose, 1,900 feet of 
which is new. 8,000 feet have been used more or less, and is 
considered in good condition. The balance, about 1,900 feet, is 
nearly worthless for fire purposes. 1,398 feet of new hose have 
been purchased for use on the new ‘hose carriage. Some new © 
hose, say 1,500 feet, will be required the coming year to replace 
such as may become damaged or worn out. 


BUILDINGS. 


With the increased apparatus of the department, more room 
is required in the engine house, on Vine street. It is my opin- 
ion that a radical change is imperatively demanded in that 
building. The stables, as now arranged, are inconvenient, and 
not easy of access from the engine rooms; consequently, delay 
is often occasioned in hitching up, for which the drivers are in no 
manner responsible. It is true that upon an alarm of fire the 
engines are generally out of the house in from one to two min- 
utes after the first stroke of the gongs, but with proper facilities, 
the time required to get under way may be reduced to a mini- 
mum. A few seconds’ delay may sometime make the difference 
between a slight fire, easily extinguished, and a conflagration 
involving the loss of thousands. 

The engine rooms are dark and dingy, and the drivers occupy 
tenements in the building, small, illy-arranged, inconvenient. 
The tenement occupied by the driver of steam flre engine No. 
4, has heretofore consisted of a single room about 10 by 12 feet, 
situated at the back part of the building, and subject at all times 
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to disagreeable and unhealthy emanations from stables and 
vaults. 


I would respectfully recommend that some plan be adopted 
and carried out at an early day for improvements in this build- 
ing, so essential to the welfare of the department. The stables 
should be arranged in close proximity to the engine-room doors. 
The engine rooms should be properly lighted and finished. 


Comfortable tenements should be provided for the drivers, and. 


suitable apartments furnished for each company in which to 
hold their meetings and transact other necessary business. I 
would also respectfully renew the recommendations of previous 
reports regarding heating the building by steam, believing that 
it would prove economical and conducive to the efficiency of the 
department. 


In providing comfortable quarters for fire companies, we are 
certainly doing no more than justice to a class of men who work 
hard and sacrifice much comfort for compensation exceedingly 
small when compared with the service rendered. 

The new building on Maple street, for the accommodation of 
a hose carriage, will soon be ready for occupancy. The building 
is well adapted to the purpose for which it was built, and is 
located in a thickly-settled and growing part of the city. With 
a well-organized compauy, efficient aid in extinguishing fires 
may be expected from that quarter. It is proposed to build 
during the coming season, a similar building for a hose company 
to be organized in the eastern part of the city, which will sup- 
ply a want long felt. 


WATER SUPPLY. 


During the past year the new water-works have been sub. 
stantially completed. On invitation of the Board of Water 
Commissioners, the Fire Department, on October 24th, tested 
the capacity of the works for fire purposes. Four steamers 
were placed at hydrants, one each on Central, Merrimack, Man _ 
chester and Hanover streets. Twelve hydrants were opened on 
Elm street, making in all sixteen hydrants open at one time» 
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The supply of water was ample. The test was highly satis 
factory, and proves that in the thickly-settled part of the citys 
east of the Merrimack river, there is an abundant supply of 
water. It should be remembered, however, that an abundant 
supply of water will not prevent fires starting. Citizens should 
exercise the same care in the use of fire as they would if the 
city had no water supply or fire department. 

No adequate provision has been made for a supply of water 
or the west side of the river. A large amount of property in 
Piscataquog is virtually without protection on that account. 
I earnestly renew the recommendations in last year’s report re- 
garding a supply, for fire purposes at least, in that part of the 
city. Bakersville is also without a supply, and in case of fire in 
that vicinity the department is almost helpless for want of water. 
I would respectfully recommend that some action be taken to 
provide reservoirs or otherwise furnish a supply of water to that 
part of the city. 


FIRE ALARM TELEGRAPH. 


The fire alarm telegraph continues to give unqualified satis- 
faction as one of the most important branches of the depart- 
ment. In my opinion it has paid for itself more than once 
during the past year in enabling prompt and definite alarms of 
fire to be given. The department has thus been able to arrive 
at fires at the earliest possible moment and promptly extinguish 
incipient conflagrations. 

Four new signal boxes have been placed in service during the 
past year, located as follows: 

No. 9— Corner Elm and Webster Streets. 

No. 18 — Corner Maple and Manchester Streets. 

No. 27 — Corner Elm and Merrimack Streets. 

No. 71 — Corner Cedar and Pine Streets. 

A new bell-striker has been ordered, and is now being placed 
in position in the Ash-Street school-house bell-tower. When 
this is in operation, the city will be well provided with fire- 
alarm bell-strikers, having five in all. 
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As the city is built up and extended, more signal boxes will 
be required from. time to time; and I would recommend that 
during the coming year one be located at the corner of Man- 
chester and Chestnut streets, and one in the vicinity of the 
corner of Pearl and Beech streets. In consideration of the 
interest of the city in the State Reform School, and the liability 
of the institution taking fire, I would respectfully suggest that 
the fire alarm wires should be extended and a signal box placed 
in the building. Thus provided, in case a fire should break out, 
aid could probably reach there in time to save the buildings. 


ANNUAL PARADE. 


I would respectfully recommend that an appropriation be 
made providing for an annual parade and inspection of the Fire 
Department, believing that it would tend to awaken renewed 
interest on the part of our citizens in the operations of the 
department, as well as be conducive to the discipline and well- 
being of the several companies. Such parades, when made in 
other cities, have proved interesting and profitable to all, con- 
cerned. 

THE FIREMEN’S RELIEF ASSOCIATION. 


This Association has, during the past year, as heretofore, 
proved the wisdom and beneficence of its organization. Relief 
has been given to James F’. Pherson, foreman of Fire King 
steam fire engine company, No. 2, who was run over by the 
hose carriage of his engine, while going to a fire on March 23d. 
Funeral benefits have been paid to the families of two members, 
S. N. Nelson and Thomas Young, who died within the year. 
Following,is a report of the receipts and expenditures of the 
Association : —

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The thanks of the Association are tendered to the citizens of 
the city for this generous contributions to their fund ; and to His 
Honor the Mayor, and City Councils, for their support and 
encouragement. I would recommend that a small appropriation 
be made annually until the funds of the Association reach the 
sum of $1,000. With that amount in the treasury, the Associ- 
ation could ordinarily take care of itself. 


CONCLUSION. 


In conclusion, I hereby extend my thanks to His Honor the 
Mayor, for his uniform courtesy to me personally, and for the 
active interest he has at all times taken in the well-being of the 
Department; to the City Council, and members of the Com- 
mittee on Fire Department for their co-operation in taking all 
necessary measures to maintain and increase the efficiency of the 
service; and to the citizens generally for their kindness and the 
manner in which they have sustained the action of the firemen 
while in the performance of their duty. 

I also desire to extend my thanks to the City Marshal, 
Assistant Marshal, and the police officers generally, for the 
prompt and efficient service they have rendered at fires, enabling 
the Department to work untrammelled by crowds of idlers, and 
protecting the interests and property of those unfortunately 
deprived of shelter. 

-To my co laborers, the members of the Board of Engineers, 
I desire to tender my thanks for their kindness toward me, and 
for their cheerful and valuable assistance in the performance of 
my duties. 

And to the officers and members of the several companies, I 
desire to tender my heartfelt thanks for the prompt, active and 
intelligent manner in which they have performed their duties, 
The personnel of the department is as high as the highest ; and 
whatever measure of success has attended the past year’s 
administration of the affairs of the department, no small part of 
the credit thereof is due and cheerfully rendered to the “rank 
and file.”

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‘INSTRUCTIONS TO KEY HOLDERS AND CITIZENS. 


* 

1. Upon the discovery of a fire, notice should be immediately 
communicated to the nearest Alarm Box, keys to which are 
always in the hands of the police and responsible persons in the 
vicinity of the Boxes. 

2. Key holders, upon the discovery or positive information of 
a fire, will unlock the box, pull the hook down once as far as 
_ they can (firmly without jerking,) and then let go. Shut the 
door and remove the key. | 

3. All persons giving fire ‘alarms are requested to remain by 
the box a moment, and, if no clicking is heard in the box, pull 
again; if you still hear no clicking, go to the next nearest box 
and give the alarm from that. 

4. Never signal for a fire seen at a distance. Never touch the 
box except to give an alarm of fire. Be sure that the box is 
locked before leaving it. Give an alarm for no cause other than 
an actual fire. Do not give an alarm for a chimney. | 

5. Never let the keys go out of your possession unless called 
for by the Chief Engineer. If you change your residence or 
place of business where the Pays are kept, return the key to the 
- same Officer. | 

6. Owners and occupants of buildings are requested to inform 
themselves of the location of the Alarm Boxes near their prop: 
erty; also the places where the keys are kept. Be sure the 
alarm is promptly and properly given. 

7. Alarms will be sounded upon the fire bells thus: For box 
‘5, five strokes, 1-1-1-1-1, with short intervals and repeating. 
For box 32, three strokes, 1-1-1, with a pause, then two strokes, 
1-1, and a pause, repeating. Alarms for other numbers are 
given in like manner; the numbers of each box. are given four 
times for an alarm. 

8. One stroke of the Bell Gong by the Engineer in charge 
during a fire will be the signal to discharge all companies 
. 
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remaining at the engine houses. Two strokes of the bell at a 
fire will be a signal for the Department to limber up. 

The Engineers reserve the right to give one stroke of the 
bells at any time, for testing or other purposes. _

In March the Board adopted the following rules :— 


“The Clerk shall be a member of the Committee on Finance, and shall fer- 
form the duties of clerk to the committee: he shall receive all bills and ac- 
counts of whatever nature against the school department, and shall present 
the same to the Committee on Finance, at their regular meetings, accompa- 
nied by a list stating the amount of each claim, the name of the person pre- 
senting it, the rule of the Board or the date of the vote by which the contract- 
ing of the same was authorized. 

** He shall receive from the teachers their bills for services, and cause the 

‘same to be entered upon the pay roll, which shall then be presented to the 
Committee on Finance for audit and approval. - 

** He shall keep a book of accounts, in which shall be credited under the 
proper heads, the appropriations made to the school department by the City 
Councils, and shall charge to the respective appropriations the bills author- 
ized by the Board and approved by the Finance Committee. 

* * * * * * * * * * 

““The Committee on Finance shall hold monthly mectings; they shall ex- 
camine and audit all accounts against the school department which have been 
authorized by vote or rule of the Board and presented to them by the Clerk, 
with alist of claims approved by them, and of those which they cannot ap- 
prove, and the reasons therefor; together with a ceftificate signed by them, 
or a majority of them, that such approved bills have been properly contracted, 
and are reasonable in amount for services rendered or for material and sup- 
plies furnished; which list and certificate shall be filed by the Clerk, and the 
bills be presented to the City Clerk.” 


The details of our expenditures have thus been kept at all 
times under the observation of the whole Board, and is is be- 
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lieved they were never more carefully made. The adoption 
of these rules has also relieved the Superintendent of the care of 
bills and purchase of supplies which he has before exercised, 
involving much labor outside the duties ‘pertaining to his office. 

The general repairs upon school houses have been made under 
the direction of the City Council as heretofore. They were 
much needed and some of the houses will require little more 
attention for a considerable time. There are other repairs, and 
some important changes, to be suggested hereafter, that we trust 
will not be neglected the coming year. 

We respectfully submit that all appropriations for school 
buildings, (except for original construction,) should be expended 
by the School Board, and that they should present an estimate, 
annually, to the City Council, of the amount required, as they 
now do for other purposes. There are many difficulties and 
delays arising from the present plan of making repairs by two 
committees and from two appropriations. Our school buildings, 
upon completion, should be turned over to the School Board, to 
be thereafter kept in repair by those who manifestly must know 
best what is required. 

We desire to offer the recommendations made by former: 
Boards and repeated by us in the early part of the year, that 
new lots be purchased, one in the vicinity of the jail, one at the 
north end of the city, and additions to,the Center Street lot, in 
Squog, and to the lot on the corner of Bridge and Union 
Streets. These may now be purchased, but we understand that 


other parties desire the land, and it may not long be available to © 


the city. The city ought never to sell a foot from school lots, 
nor refuse to enlarge them when opportunity is presented. 

Since the year 1871 there has been in force in this State, “An 
act to compel children to attend school,” of which one section: 
reads as follows : — 


““The schoo] committee of every town, and the board of education or super-- 
intending committee of every district, shall cause to be posted in three of the 
most public places in each school district under their supervision, or cause to 
be published in some newspaper printed in town, three weeks successively, in 
the month of August annually, a notice of the provisions of this act, partieu- 
Jarly calling the attention of parents, guardians, masters, and others thereto,” 
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The posting or publication of such a notice in the country 
towns of the State may be sufficient to call attention to the law, 
and secure its enforcement. But a moment's thought wijl show 
how inadequate it is for that purpose in the city. Still it is our 
duty to enforce the law. We rely mainly upon the labors of a 
truant office, working under the provisions of our municipal 
ordinances. By arule adopted in March he was required to 
make a daily report of his doings. These reports show that he 
has made over three hundred arrests of children whom he 
classes as truants, — that is, those who had been enrolled as 
members of some school, but who had “run away” more or less 
frequently. These are included in the reported whole number 
belonging to our schools, and therefore do not represent that 
officer's work in increasing the whole attendance. This is 
really the object for which he is employed. Every child in the 
city, of school age, should be enrolled in some school. This 
accomplished, and the parents’ name and residence recorded, it 
would be an easy matter to take care of the truants. Once in 
school, the scholar’s absence is noted and the reason ascertained 
by the teacher. The officer may then look up the case, or catch 
the delinquent upon the street. He may in various ways assist 
- to secure a larger average attendance. 

But every child shall attend school at least three months in 
the year, says the law. How much can the truant officer do 
toward this end? His reports show that he has placed in 
school not more than fifty who had not been there before for 
the year. Let us see what part this is of the whole number. 
Applying the average of other cities, our population would give 
us about 5,500 children of school age. The Superintendent 
reports 5,724 as the whole number in the public schools. 
Deduct say 1,509 more in the parochial schools of the Catholi¢ 
church, and there remain 200 to 300 who have been withouta 
day's schooling in the whole year. 

The above estimates, like those of previous years, are only 
approximations. The actual enumeration of children which 
wiil be made in April next, under the act of the last Legislature, 
will give accurate and valuable data. 


“ 
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Other remarkable facts are brought out by the reports of the 
truant officer. Eighty-eight of every hundred truants arrested 
came from the Catholic schools. It is also shown that when a_ 
truant from these schools, who had been frequently arrested, 
was placed in a public school, he soon ceased to trouble the’ 
officer, and was a constant attendant so long as he was per- 
mitted to remain. Many such scholars have been transferred 
to the public schools, usually to remain but a short time. Inva- 
riably such children are less proficient than others of the same 
age. Generally they are placed there by choice of their parents, 
for the express reason that the public schools are better; and 
usually it is with regret of child and parent that they are com- 
pelled to return. 

These facts are very suggestive. The law knows no differ- 
ence between the public and the private school; it assumes their 
advantages and benefits to be equal. But, if in practice they 
prove to be unequal, shall the law compel the child to attend 
the inferior school? There are, in fact, two systems of’ schools 
existing in this city, instead of public and private schools in the 


-same system. In the one, children are growing up in prejudice 


of the other. United, they would promote harmony, community 
of interest, and national unity; separate, they perpetuate the 
distinctions and animosities of race and sect. 

The truant officer has done much work of a kind which ean- 
not be shown in a report. We commend his labors: The 
moral effect of his work is worth all it costs. 

In this connection we desire to speak of a kind of work done 
by some of our teachers, not required of them, but which ig 
worthy of all commendation. Children coming to school almost 
naked have been decently clad through the efforts of teachers, 
sometimes at a sacrifice of labor and money. The same teachers 
have remained in their schoolrooms that poor children might 
have, for a few hours more, the warmth for which they would 
suffer in their miserable homes. 

A committee of this Board, appointed for the purpose early — 
in the year, visited all our mills and shops, to call the attention 
of employers to the law regulating the employment of children. 
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They all promised to aid in enforcing it, yet it was evident that 
some of them had but a slight sense of their personal responsi- 
bility in the matter. We have no doubt many childyen are 
employed beyond the time allowed. The parents of such chil- 
dren seldom take them from work unless compelled. The 
school authorities cannot follow each case after a certificate is 
given. In most cases, therefore, it is left with the employer to 
discharge the child when he is entitled to return to school. 
This is the employer’s duty, as much as not to employ without 
a certificate. He is personally liable for neglect of this duty. 

Would it not be practicable to establish in this city a “half 
time school, similar to those in Fall River, and other manufact- 
uring towns? Probably an arrangment could be made by 
which the whole matter would be more easily managed, and the 
advantages to the child more certainly secured. 

The inner work of the schools has been steady and prosper- 
ous. It has been industriously and ably directed by the Super- 
intendent, and faithfully performed by the teachers. We male 
but one criticism, and that not a new one. It is continually 
suggested by observation of graded schools everywhere. Teach 
ers, from constantly teaching children of one age the same 
lessons, come to have inflexible standards. They are required — 
by the rules we give them to teach certain branches within cer- 
tain limits: it is not thereby intended that every scholar shall 
be moulded to an exact pattern. Many teachers seem to be at- 
tempting this impossible task. They use our course of study 
much as a workman uses his vise to hold his material, while he 
shaves it down to the required form. They weigh out their 
spelling and arithmetic in equal quantities, and administer it to 
every one alike. They cease to be teachers, and become over- 
seers. It is their business to hear perfect recitations, and not 
to help to master lessons. 

It is true that the close grading of schools tends in itself to. 
this result. There is nothing more beautiful in theory thama 
system of graded schools, but it has often made slaves of teach- 
ers; it forbids, by its rigid measures of time and work, the ex- 
ercise of the kindly, sympathetic and helping offices of true 
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teaching ; it robs instruction of its strongest elements, and dis- 
regards psychologic principles. Yet there must be method ard 
routine in schooling several thousands of children economically 
and impartially, under one management. Tow to have these, 
and not to spoil the schools, is the probleth of the hour. Our 
own system is, perhaps, as free from imperfections as any. Pro- 
motions are made twice in each year, based upon the results of 
monthly written examinations. These examinations are uniform 
for each grade throughout the city. Six.of such examinations 
are a very good index to the progress of the scholars, and his 
qualifications for promotion. They enable the Superintendent 
to keep each class under observation, and, so far as scholarship 
is concerned, to judge correctly. He must, however, rely upon 
the teachers for information necessary in many cases, for just 
promotion. We would suggest that in doubtful cases the 
teacher consult the parents in advance of the time of promo- 
tion. They will generally decide rightly when informed cor- 
rectly; and when they are satisfied there is no one else to com. 
plain of unfairness. We might add that a constant and mutual 
understanding between teacher and parent would save many 
difficulties of other kinds. 
The text books in Drawing and in Language, have been 
‘changed. In Drawing, Krusi’s Series has been introduced, 
instead of Bartholomew's. The change was approved by all the 
teachers. In the little time given to it, Drawing has been sue- 
cessfully taught, though without much system. Like music, or, 
indeed, any other branch, it finds some scholars with little taste 
for it. We cannot adapt our elementary studies to individual 
tastes. It is trivial to a mind which sees the innumerable uses 
to which drawing may be put in every-day life, to feel that there 
¢an be any necessity for a plea in behalf of this study. It will 
be useful to all. To a large number it will open out into. 
many useful and profitable employments in art and manufac- 


tures, when this country shall employ its own designers and. 


art-workmen. 7 
The new text-book in Language is “Swinton’s Language Les~ 
sons.” It has been used only in the classes in the Grammar 
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Schools beginning the study of grammar, so that no change of” 
books was required, This text-book forms a continuation of the 
plan of oral instruction in language so successfully carried out 
in the grades below. It takes the place of the old grammar,. 
though it can hardly be called a grammar itself. It proceeds 
upon the idea of making all rules and technicalities subordinate: 
to the actual use of written and spoken language. The old 
order of grammar is reversed — syntax is first and not last. In 
fact, orthography and syntax have been divorced from grammar,, 
put in simple form, and are now taught from beginning to end 
of the school course. And the wonder is, that it was not done 
before. 

Once, a child who had never written a sentence in his life was. 
put upon technical grammar at the age of eight or ten years, 
and after several months desperate struggle with definitions and 
conjugations, was commanded to write a composition upon some 
abstruse subject. We all remember the results. Years of prac- 
tice afterward, in which the grammar learned in school was: 
of no practical help, enabled the scholar to write tolerable Eng- 
lish. Now, a pupil at the age when grammar was formerly be- 
gun, has had four or five years of progressive practice in writ- 
ing, punctuation, use of capitals, and formation of easy senten- 
ces. Composition will follow easily and naturally at the proper 
time. Unless we are much mistaken, better results in this 
branch will be secured in the Grammar schools, then were form- 
erly seen in the High School. Much of the success of this plan 
is due to the use made of writing at every step. When any of 
our citizens next visit a Primary school, let them ask to see the 
writing on slates, done by children six or seven years old. They 
will be surprised at its regularity and even beauty of form, its 
correct capitalization, punctuation and spelling. It may be said 
that it is mere copying; but copying involves a principle in 
teaching which has been too little utilized. Consider its use in 
spelling, for instance. How can the construction of a word be 
better learned or longer remembered than by deliberately form- 
ing each letter before the eye, by the use of the pencil? 

Oral spelling was carried to perfection in spelling-schools of 
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old; but there are thousands of men who were the champion 
spellers in the contests of their youth, who cannot write an ordi 
nary letter without misspelling the commonest words. They 
had no practice in putting words through their fingers. Nobody 
is called upon to spell orally after leaving school; but all the 
business of the world is done through the point of the pen. 

So we believe that no more practical thing was ever put into 
our schools than written spelling. And if it be practical for 
spelling, why not for reading and some other branches? The 
object of reading is threefold —to store the mind with useful 
knowledge, to give correct models in composition, and elocu- 
tionary drill. The reading of a paragraph in the usual manner 
is a very careless way of securing these results. Suppose, in- 
stead, the pupil be required to write out the paragraph. The 
information conveyed is more likely to’be remembered, every 
word must be spelled, as well as read, the punctuation and other 
points which are lost sight of in the oral exercise, must be at- 
tended to. The elecutionary work would be much better done 
by itself. Might not one-half the time now given to reading 
be devoted to a written exercise of this character, and the other 
half to strictly elocutionary drill? 

In July last, John B. Clarke, Esq., made a proposition to the 
Board, offering the sum of forty dollars, to be awarded in 
prizes for declamation and reading in the High School. The 
offer was accepted, partly for the competitive spirit which it 
would excite in the school, and partly for the direct study of 
elocution which would be required. The school needed both. 
The result was so satisfactory that the same liberal offer is 
renewed for another year. 

Comparisons have lately been instituted between Music and 
Elocution as practical studies. Music holds a place in the 
schools which nothing else can fill. If there be one thing 
which needs no demonstration, it is that music does our chil 
dren good, and gives them mental health. Their glad voices 
attest this in every schoolroom, and in many a home which has 
little else to cheer it. It has been taught in our schools for 
more than fourteen years, under the direction of a special 
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teacher, and never better than now. Especially is thé character 
of the music introduced in the last few years improved and 
elevating. 

If elocution had been taught as long and thoroughly, the 
results would no doubt be wonderful to-day. There would be 
many briliant speakers and readers, as there are now sweet and 
skillful singers. It would be found, too, that many could learn 
nothing in elocution, as many now cannot sing. But other boys 
and girls would be in possession of an accomplishment of last- 
ing pleasure to themselves, and entertainment to others. AS a 
means of entertainment, many people prefer good reading to 
the average music executed by our young people. Families 
who cannot afford the luxuries of expensive instruments and 
music teachers, would have within themselves an unlimited 
source of entertainment. 

But there is another and better use for the study of elocution. 
It should be taught in High schools in connection with exercises 
in debate. A boy may declaim well because declamation is 
mainly an exercise of the memory; but, to stand upon his feet 
and think —clothing his own thoughts in fit language, with 
good yoice and natural manner,—is quite another thing. Not 
only would the pupils in our highest schools fail in this, if 
required, but half of them now hesitate and stumble over their 
answers in ordinary recitation, when any thought is required, 
and what they have to say can be heard only a few feet. 

It is a discreditable fact that there is not, in the city of Man- 
chester, a single society for debate and mental improvement.* 
The intellectual force of our young people runs to waste. 

There is one practical branch now taught in the lower schools 
of some towns, which, we believe, has never been considered in 
this city. We refer to sewing. A more valuable or practical 
thing for the hundreds of girls, and boys, too, of the poorer 
class, in our Primary schools, can hardly be imagined. Besides 
furnishing them with the means of future employment, it would

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enable them to keep their own clothing in repair, increase their 
self-respect, and raise their standing in school. 

Col. F. W. Parker has just completed a series of lectures 
before the teachers in our Primary schools, upon a new system 
of teaching beginners to read. He claims for it a great saving 
of time, and other advantages. The Board has, as yet, taken 
no action upon its introduction. 

The subject of furnishing text-books at the public expense 
has been much discussed by the triends of education. The State 
of Massachusetts allows towns to do this. We understand that 
a bill to permit towns in this State to adopt the plan, received 
some consideration at the last session of the Legislature. We 
do not propose to discuss the subject, but only to give some facts 
gathered from the reports of cities where the plan has been 
adopted. New York, Brooklyn, Baltimore, Fall River, Woburn, 
Newton, Bath, and Lewiston, all furnish books and stationery 
without expense to the scholars, and the &chools in these places 
are thus absolutely free. The books are placed in charge of the 
teachers, to be loaned to the scholars, and used by the succes- 
sive classes, until worn out. The cheap books used in lower 
schools require more frequent renewal, but the expensive books 
used in the higher schools, last for many years. Experience has 
shown that the books are more carefully kept than when owned 
by the scholars. Much time is saved, because books are always 
ready when the pupil enters school, and no odious distinctions 
are made by furnishing books to the indigent alone. Citizens 
pay, on an average, at least the retail prices for books. The 
city procures them at forty per cent. less, costing for a series of 
years, not over one dollar per scholar, annually, for those in 
actual attendance. 

The furnishing of school-books at the public expense is, in 
principle, tlie same as loaning books from the City Library. 
The tax upon the people in either case is for public education, 
and is justifiable on the same grounds. 

The discipline of our schools has been maintained the past 
year with little difficulty. Our teachers tell us that their well- 
meant disciplinary efforts for the good of their scholars are often 
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misunderstood and interferred with by parents, and that this 
sometimes seriously affects the prosperity of their schools. 

We might cite individual instances to prove the truth of this. 
A Grammar-school master finds that a vicious boy, foul-mouthed 
and profane, with his pockets filled with obscene books, is 
secretly poisoning the minds of his associates; that another is 
carrying loaded firearms in school, and dealing out tobacco 
and liquor to smaller children. He attempts some measure of 
reform, and is told to mind his business. Another teacher sees 
with pain that girls of his school are becoming habitual street- 
walkers, forming acquaintances among the habitues of the 
numerous saloons and loafing places which children are obliged 
to pass. Ie consults the father or mother, and is rewarded 
with the reply that they can take care of their own children. 

Teachers have sometimes attempted to influence children in 
the choice of their reading. They can trace much of the inso- 
lence and insubornation of boys to the false notions of honor 
and chivalry got out of the sensational literature of the day. 
A boy’s heroes are sure to go to school with him, and seme of 
them give infinite trouble there. The influence of general read- 
ing upon the morale of a school is well understood by teachers. 
Let us be thankful that we have teachers with a disposition to 
watch over their pupils in these matters. This whole subject of 
the power of the teacher and the place of the school in educa- 
ting the manners and morals deserves the attention of all 
thoughtful people. It is of vital importance. We venture the 
prediction that the time is not far distant when public opin- 
ion will be changed ; that it will be clearly seen that our schools 
may be made an unfailing fountain of public morality; that re- 
forms now seeking in vain to remove the vices of the older 
members of society must begin with the child; and that the 
whole people, no longer asking place in the schools for their 
sects or religions, will agree that the positive teaching of the 
common moralities and virtues is a necessary element in public 
instruction. 

The health of children in schools must always engage our 
thought. We do not believe that in this city it suffers from 
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over-study. Something may be done, however, toward better 

physical development. In our Grammar and High schools mil- 

itary drill, alternating with the rough-and-tumble exercise of 
the school-yard, would give good results. No one has failed to 

_ note the superior physique of graduates from schools where this 
‘drill is a part of education. 

We desire to cal! attention to some defects in our school: 
houses, affecting the health of scholars. In at least three of 
the larger houses the privies and water-closets communicate di- 
rectly with the basements and halls. This is bad enough, as the 
children spend their stormy-day recesses in the basements. But 
when it is remembered that the flues for the supply of furnaces 
have been arranged to open into the basements, as well as into 
the open air, we may judge of the quality of air furnished to 
schoolrooms. We vecommend that all out houses be diseen- 
nected from the main buildings; that water be introduced, 
whenever practicable, and that furnace flues be hermetically cut 
ff from the basement air. 

The heating apparatuses of our school buildings, are, almost 
without exception, inadequate for the coldest weather. They 
appear to have been arranged for the mean temperature, and 
not for extremes. In the attempt to make furnaces do work 
not intended for them, they become cracked and leaky. Rooms 
have been visited-where the escaping gas was thick enough to 
be tasted. It may be*thought that we are self-accused by this 
statement, but we have no control over the matter, except to 
call attention to facts, and to recommend repairs, which duty 
we think we have faithfully performed. 


4 
Attention is called to two new rules adopted the present year 
as follows : — 


No teacher, while in the employment of the Board shall receive any present 
from pupils, and no contribution for any purpose shall be permitted in any 
public school. 

* * * * * * * * * *® 

No room or hall in any school building shall be used for any other tham 

#chool purposes, except by vote of the Board. 
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The first of these removes a great cause of complaint im 
former years. Everybody recognizes the justice of such a reg- 
ulation. Both parents and teachers have approved its adoption. 
The rule also removes another opportunity of using the public 
schools for personal ends, through the credulity of children. 

The other rule is intended to check the growing tendency 
toward the use of school-houses for purposes not connected with 
education. The School Committee refuse to give official sane- 
tion to parties and balls, by allowing the use of school-rooms for 
these purposes. It is their duty to keep the schools clear of all 
influences interfering with legitimate work. 


Since the establishment of the Training School, all applicants. 
for admission have been allowed to enter. It has happened that 
the demand for new teachers in the last few years has nearly 
equalled the supply. But it is evident that.if our people get the 
impression that their girls are sure of a position if they are 
admitted to the Training School, the supply will soon exceed 
the demand. A graduate of this school, failing of employment 
here, although competent, has no recommendation elsewhere. 
It may be found desirable either to limit the number admitted 
annually, or to give a certificate which may be of advantage in 
other places. 

An interesting event of the year was the dedication of the 
new Ash Street School-house, a building beautiful in propor- 
tions, and convenient in plan. The old Sjwing Street Grammar 
School, reorganized by leaving two divisions at the old house, 
and receiving accessions from the Lincoln Street Schools, was. 
placed in it, and no school in the city or in the State has supe- 
rior accommodations. 

~The Principal of the Lincoln Street Grammar School resigned 
his position at the close of the last term. Mr. Dame was a very 
able master. It is to be regretted that his preference led him to 
forsake teaching. Mr. Sylvester Brown, a successful teacher in 
the smaller Grammar School in ’Squog, was promoted to the 
vacancy, 
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At the close of the Summer term the long season of pros- 
perity enjoyed by the High School, under the mastership of 
Mr. Colburn, was interrupted by his resignation. Since that 
time the school has engaged the attention of the Board to an 
unusual degree. An effort was made to retain Mr. Colburn, but 


it failed. The services of teachers of reputation have a market-. 


able value, and go to the highest bidder. Believing we rightly 
interpreted the wishes of our citizens, we sought only a first- 
class teacher as his suecessor, and took such steps of careful 
inquiry as seemed to us necessary. The man first chosen was 
not secured, for the same reason that. Mr. Colburn was not 
retained. 

Pending the quest for a principal, a temporary arrangement 
was made, by which the Superintendent and the assistant 
teachers carried on the work of the school. Mr. Edgerly 
devoted a part of his time each day to the general direction and 


discipline of the school and hearing recitations in one branch of 


study. Mr. J. Starr Haines was also employed to give instrue- 
tion in Latin and Greek. This arrangement, from the failure 
to secure a permanent teacher sooner, continued through the 
whole of the fall term of sixteen weeks. Manifestly it was. 
unfavorable for the best work of the school, and we therefore 
more cheerfully: give credit to all who labored to carry the 
school through this unfortunate but unavoidable interregnum. 
Mr. A. W. Bacheler was elected Principal in December. The 
Board has entire confidence in his ability. 

The occurrence of this vacancy has drawn much attention to 


the High School from the public at large. Perhaps no part of 


our school system is ever so much criticised. A few men pro- 
fess.to believe that it has no proper place in that system. ‘A 
little learning is a dangerous thing,’ therefore a good deal is & 
fortiori, a deadly evil.” Others contend that a cheap teacher is 
just as good as one who commands a high salary. The majority 


of our people decided the first question long ago, and those who, 


send children to the school are the best judges of the proper 
qualifications in a teacher. They never set the standard low. 
They ask for a man of scholarship and culture, vigorous. and 
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enthusiastic. But more than all do they desire a man with 
power to impart his own enthusiasm to his pupils. For, after 
all, the best schools in the land, with all the appliances of books 
and accomplished teaehers, can only furnish the pupil with 
material for development. If he be to lazy to chew his food 
and digest it, no power can develop him into symmetry and 
strength. We want self-education in our High School, guided 
and inspired by a wise and strong leader. 

We send our children through the lower-grade schools as a 
anatter of course; to do less would be to defraud them. But to 
send them through the High School should be regarded as a 
privilege rather than a duty. The instruction of the former 
they must have; it is our high privilege that they may have 
all the superior advantages of the latter. It is just here that 
‘the mistake is made which brings discredit upon the school and 
disappointment to parents. A sharply defined line divides the 
High School from those below it. Its studies open inta broader 
fields and and require a severer mental discipline. Its pupils must 

understand this, or it is useless to send them there. Some years 
| ago, one of our citizens, whose son had just left the Grammar 
‘school, gave him the option to leave school altogether, or to 
enter the High school and while there to earn’a stated part of 
his support. ‘The father was abundantly able to take the usual 
course, but his decision was a wise one. The son entered the 
school upon these conditions, became a thorough scholar and a 
useful man. He had no titne to dilute his studies with outside 
nonsense and excesses. He got his education without becoming 
emasculated thereby. 

There are scholars now working under a like necessity im- 
posed by poverty and other causes. Others are working in the 
same spirit without the necessity. All honor to them. The 
maintenance of the High School is justified by the use they 
anake of it. It would be well if a similar test could be applied 
in every case. There would then be less complaint that the ed- 
ucation of the schools is not practical. All study and all work 
become practical when a will is put back of it and a high aim 
before it. 
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Much is saidin these days about practical schools to prepare 
boys “for the duties of life.” But who will tell what a practical 
school suited to the masses shall be? So-called technical schools 
have been established to teach trades in conjunction with study. _ 
The necessity for these grows not so much from the failure of | 
the schools, as from the abolition of the old apprentice system. 
Like the latter, these schoois aim to produce skilled workmen, 
but it may be doubted if they will ever prove more than poor 
substitutes for that system. ; 

It is difficult to see how the peculiar features of these institu- 
tions can be grafted upon a free school system for the masses. 
Whatever may be done in that direction, it is certain that the 
revival of a good system of apprenticeship, together with a 
reversal of that sentiment which makes it unpopular to go from 
the school to the trades, would be a blessing to the land. 


We cannot better close this report than by a reference to the 
anomalous nature of the duties performed by the School’ Com- 
mittee and Superintendent of Public Instruction in this city. 
The Statutes of the State of New Hampshire provide for the 
election in towns of two committees — superintending and pru- 
dential. But, through the passage of special acts to apply to 
cities, and of ordinances by cities, it has come to pass that the 
City Council, the School Committee and the Superintendent are 
each performing duties belonging to the others. In some mat- 
ters it is questioned if they have any legal right to act at all. 
The following extracts will show the mixed condition of 
things : — 

The General Statutes repealed the charter of the city of Man- 
chester in such parts as were revised and re-enacted, or were re- 
pugnant to them. Chapter XL, Sect. 2, provides that “all pre- 
visions of statutes now made, or hereafter enacted, relating to 
towns, shall be understood to apply to cities, and all such pro-* 
visions relating to the selectmen and town clerks of towns, shall 
be construed to apply to the mayor and aldermen and city clerks 
of cities, respectively, unless a different intention appears,” and 
the margin refers to.the law incorporating the city. 
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Chapter LX-XXIJ, Sect. 1, provides for the election of school 
committee, and in the same chapter, their duties are defined, 
viz: to examine teachers, and give them certificates of their 
qualifications to teach; to remoye teachers upon petition or 
without petition; prescribe suitable rules and regulations for 
the management, studies, classification and discipline of the 
schools; to govern the introduction of text-books under the 
Jaw; to visit and examine the schools, ete. 

It appears that the school committee have nothing to do with 
money or employmerit of teachers. 

Chapter LX XTX, Sect. 14, General Statutes, provides for the 
duties of prudential committee :— 


“<The Prudential Committee shall select and hire teachers for the district, 
- provide them board, furnish necessary fuel, make such occasional repairs of 
the school-house and furniture as may be necessary, not exceeding in amount 
five per cent. of the school money of the district, notify the Superintending 
School Committee of the commencement and close of the school, and give 
them such information and assistance as may be necessary for the perform- 
ance of their duties.” 


They select and hire teachers, board them, provide fuel, and 

make repairs. 

_ In 1868 the Legislature passed a law (Pamphlet Laws, 1868, 
Chap. XXIV) abolishing the school districts in this city, and _ 

making the city one district, and all powers vested in the several 

districts, including the district constituted by the act, were 

vested in the city, and to be exercised by the City Council. 

The City Council, therefore, representing the district, should 
elect a prudential committee. If a vacancy exist in the office of 
prudential committee, from any canse, it is the duty of the 
Mayor and Aldermen to fill such vacaney. (Gen. Stat., Chap. 
LXXIX, Sect. 18.) 

The law of last year, (Pamph. Laws, 1874, Chap. XVI) pro- 
vides that each ward shall choose one member of the School 
Committee ; provided, however, that at the first annual election 
after the passage of the act, there shall be elected two members, 
one of whom shall hold his office for one year, and the other for 
two years. 
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This does not alter the law so far as the duties of prudential 
and school committee are concerned. Since 1867, at least, we 
have had no prudential committee, or any persons authorized to 
perform their duties. The present committee are only superin- 
tending committee, although by immemorial custom they have 
exercised the duties of both offices. 


* Any city, by an ordinance, may require the school committee annually toe 
appoint a superintendent of public schools, who, under the direction and 
control of said committee, shall have the care and supervision of the schools, 
with such salary as the city may determine; and in every city in which such 
ordinance is in force, the school committee shall receive no compensation.” 
{ Pamph. Laws, 1872, Chap. XLIV.) 


By the act of July 2, 1853, to take effect when adopted by 
the legal voters of the city, the mayor and aldermen were 
required to appoint annually a superintendent of public schools; 
but this act was never submitted to the legal voters, and was 
never in force. 

By the act approved July 9, 1855, the Boards of Mayor and 
Aldermen and School Committee were required to elect, once in 
two years, a Superintendent of Public Instruction, and by the 
same act his duties are defined. This law was in force down to 
January 1, 1868, the time fixed for the General Statutes to take 
effect. 

The General Statutes, Chapter CCLX XIII, Section 3, pro- 
vides that “all acts and parts of acts, the subjects of which are 
revised and re-enacted in the General Statutes, or which are 
repugnant to the provisions therein contained, shall be repealed 
from and after the first day of January next.” (1868.) 

It seems that the subject of the act of July, 1855, was revised 
and re-enacted, for Chapter LXXXI, Section 18, of General 
Statutes, provides that “any towng by a by-law, may provide for 
the election, in such manner as they think fit, of a Superintend- 
ent of Schools, who shall hold his oftice for such term, be vested 
with such of the powers, and charged with such of the duties 
of the School Committee and of the Prudential Committee, and 
be entitled to such compensation as may be therein provided.” 
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And the margin of the section refers to the law of 1855 as the 
subject of revision. The act of 1855 seems, therefore, to be: 
repealed. 

The City Council has not passed a by-law since January 1, 
1868, the time the General Statutes took effect, providing for 
the election of the Superintendent of Schools; and the Mayor 
and Aldermen and School Committee haye gone through the 
ceremony of electing a Superintendent to an office which has 
been abolished. 

As the time for which the Superintendent was last elected 
expires in July, 1875, we would recommend that the City Coun- 
cil pass an ordinance providing for the election of a Superin-. 
tendent, and defining his duties.

MUSIC TEACHER.

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There have been many changes during the year. At the 
beginning of the spring term the Piscataquog Grammar School 
was transterred from Centre street to Main street, and the Pri- 
mary schools from Main street to Centre street ; at the begin- 
ning of the fall term the Intermediate, from Manchester street to 
Lowell street, and at the same time the Ash street building was 
“occupied. During the winter term, and a few weeks of the 
spring term, there was a school in the upper story of the Inter- 
mediate building; the upper room in the Spring street building 
was used a part of the spring term. Many of the schools were 
crowded the first two terms of the year, but since the opening 
of the Ash street schools no difficulty has been experienced in. 
the schools of the city proper. 

The house at Bakersville is not of sufficient capacity to ac- 
commodate all in that section, while the Primary schools on 
Franklin street are well filled.. A building is needed in the 
- vicinity of the county jail, and one near the intersection of Elm 
and Webster streets. 

At the present time there is one unoccupied room in each of 
the following buildings, viz.:. Intermediate, Lincoln Street, 
Centre Street and Main Street, and two unoccupied ones at. 
Spring Street. These unoccupied rooms are not located so as to 
receive pupils from the schools that are crowded. 

At the beginning of the Fall term, a Grammar school of four 
divisions, and two Middle schools were opened on Ash Street, 
the pupils comprising the schools taken from Spring Street and 
Lincoln Street. The two Primaries were transferred from Beech 
Street to the same building. ' 

As so many pupils were transferred from Spring Street, the 
first and second divisions of that school were discontinued,. 
while the third division numbers only twenty-five. For the 
present, at least, only a third and fourth division are needed, as 
thos promoted to the second can attend either at Ash Street or 
Franklin Street. 

The High School is increasing in numbers from year to year. 
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The following figures show the mercase from year to year 
since 1865 :—

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The whole number next term probably will not be less than 
250. The standard of admission is higher now than it was in 
those years when the number in the school was less than 100. 
The number of pupils in Primary School is not much greater 
now than in 1869. This fact indicates that many more are 
availing themselves of the privileges of the High School and 
the higher grades of Grammar Schools. | 

The course of study for the High School has been freely dis- 
«ussed in former reports. 

At the present time there are sixty-nine teachers employed,

Teachers have been employed in the evening schools as they 
were needed. The greatest number employed at one time has 
been thirteen. 

The course of study, as adopted two years ago, gives general 
satisfaction. It is sufficiently elastic for those teachers who 
wish to deviate from prescribed rules; and on the other hand, 
specific enough for those who mus¢ adhere to a fixed course. 

In some schools promotions are made mainly by classes, while 
in others, scholars are advanced as they become qualified. In 
Arithmetic there is much more slate work than formerly, less 
of rules and formulas. Writing is taught, with good results, 
in Primary schools. 

Several times during the year I have prepared questions for 
the various grades of schools. The answers haye been col- 
lected and retained at the office of the superintendent. 

The following questions, submitted in March, will indicate 
the kind of work done at the several examinations :— _

The subject of a school census has been considered in many 
ef the school reports. At the last session of the legislature the 
following act was passed: 


AN ACT providing for the Enumeration of Children in Cities and Towns. 


Be tt enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 

Court convened : 

SmcTION 1. The Selectmen of each town, and the Assessors of each city, 
gail annually, in the month of April, make an enumeration of the children 
ef exch sex, between the ages of four and seventeen, in their respective 
towns and cities, and shall make a report of such enumeration to the Super- 
gatending School Committee of their respective towns and cities, within fif- 
teem days after the completion of each enumeration. 

Sxct. 2. The Superintending School Committee shall, in their annual 
mepert, state the number of children so reported by the Selectmen or Asses- 
‘ees, and the number of children of each sex, between the ages of five and 
fifteen who have not attended school. P 


This will not give the exact information desired by the school 
board, but is a movement in the right direction. 
There are several questions connected with graded schools, 
which are receiving the attention of educators in different sec- 
tions of the country, in fact, the system is undergoing severe 
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criticism. Among the questions some of the more bea 
are these : 

How to subject the results of school instruction to examina 
tion tests, and at the same time not to narrow and groove such 
instruction. 

How to classify pupils in a graded system without. sacrificing 
their individuality. 

Promotions — shall they be annual or otherwise? By classes 
or individually? 

Shall each pupil pursue each atudys in the programme, or 
shall certain pupils be allowed to omit some? 

What is to be done with those pupils who can attend school 
but a portion of the time? Shall they be allowed to attend a 
part of the day, and work the remainder of the day, or shalf 
they attend the whole time while members of the school ? 

These are but a few of the questions which those interested 
in our schools are now discussing. That some change is needed 
in the graded system of schools, must be admitted; but it is 
one thing to say that a change is desired, and quite another 
thing to suggest the desired change. Any one can find, fault, 
¢an criticize, but all will not suggest the remedies. 

Let us endeavor to ascertain what our schools need, what the 
highest interest of the pupils demand, and work for that which 
will advance the educational interests of our city.

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REPORT OF THE CITY MARSHAL. 


To His Honor the Mayor and Board of Aldermen of the 
City of Manchester : 


GENTLEMEN : — In compliance with the ordinance, I herewith 
submit my annual report of the Police Department, for the 
year ending December 31, 1874. | 

Fully knowing the responsibility resting upon me in the dis- 
charge of the duties as Chief of Police it has been my constant 
aim to bring the Police force to sucha standard, and discipline, ° 
and efficiency, as to make the committing of crime without de- 
tection a difficulty, and win for the Police force the approbation 
of our citizens. 

It is hoped that some progress has been made in these two 
essential elements. Much room, however, remains for improve- 
ment, for the constant change in the Police force from year to 
year, makes it an impossibility to secure that efficiency so much 
desired. 

The ordinance regulating the dress to be worn by the Police 
fore e has been strictly complied with, and has had the effect of 
giving the men a.handsome and uniform appearance. , 

The Police force has lost one of its most valuable officers. I 
now speak of Patrick Doyle, who died Noy. 20, 1874. His 
comm ission dates back to February 7th, 1862, during which 
time he has done constant duty, with the exception of three 
years that he served in the army, until the past year, his health 
began to fail him and he was prostrated by sickness, brought on 
by taking a severe cold while doing duty in Squog, after the 
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fall of the bridge in Jan. 1873. He was a brave and faithfal 
officer, fearing no danger and always ready to battle for the 
right. It will be necessary for you to elect and qualify his 
successor. 

The city, for the year 1874, has been comparatively quiet- 
The number of arrests has been less than during the previous 
year. | 
It is gratifying to be able to report that no extensive burgla- 
ries, robberies or serious breaches of the peace have taken place 
during the year, while many other New England cities have 
suffered more or less from this class of crime. The persever- 
ance and vigilance of the officers in the discharge of their duty 


has made it quite difficult for professionals to ply their avoca-_ 


tion in our city.

BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Much time and attention has been given by the health officers 
during the past year, to the improvement of the sanitary condi- 
tion of the city. 

The work will be less the coming year, inasmuch as a system 
has been adopted and carried out the past year, which has grven 
our back streets and alley-ways a more respectable and healthy 
appearance. | 

It was reported to me on the 6th day of July that there was 
a case of small pox on Manchester street. I immediataly in- 
formed Dr. Goodwin, the City Physician, and he called to 
ascertain the facts. He found a Canadian family, consisting 
of five persons, and one of the children sick with symptoms of 
small pox. He called again the following day, accompanied by 
Dr. Abbott, and they pronounced it a genuine case of small pox, 
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and so reported to me. In one hour’s time the family were com- 
fortably quartered in the Pest House, and the house that they 
were moved from thoroughly cleansed. Three of the family, 
consisting of the children, died, and were burried in the night — 
time, under the direction of one of the health officers, P. A. 
Devine. ! 

It was thought best by your Board of Health to keep the 
matter perfectly quiet, notifying only His Honor the Mayor and 
Board of Aldermen, as no one could render any assistance or 
care better than we had already procured. These are the only 
cases that have occured during the year. 

I will here state that the new Pest House has been furnished 
and is in readiness for any emergency that may occur, where 
better accommodations and care can be rendered than ever 
before. 

We would urge every citizen to see that every person in his 
employ or jurisdiction has the protection of recent vaccination. 

Manchester now has a bountiful supply of pure water, from 
the never failing Lake Massabesic; what next is most needed 
is a corresponding system of its sewers to its future health and 
prosperity.

Two of the above number belonging 
to this city have died. The whole number of persons at the 
Alms-house during the year is twenty two, average number for 
the year, seven and three-fourths. There have been two deaths 
at the Farm.
